To correct an erroneous earlier

Long Island City, N. Y. ; 

An initial printing of 1,750,000 
of the cards was ordered by the 
Administration. 

The third international panel 
of stamp aesigners which has 
just ben set up by the UN Postai 
Administration to serve during 
1958 is composed of S. L. Hartz 
of the Netherlands, Minoru Hi- 
sano of Japan, and Ranto Ferrini 
of Italy. 

S. L. Hartz, chief designer and 
engraver for the firm of Enschede 
and Sons, in the Netherlands, de- 
signed the 5c United Nations 
UNICEF stamp. A Netherlander 
by birth, Mr. Hartz has been art 
instructor at the Plaintin Societ 


“Prix de Rome” since 1947. In 
addition to designing and engrav- 
ing stamps and bank notes, he 
has also designed the type-face 
known as “Emerge” for En- 
schede and Sons. Mr Hartz was

‘Poland Institutes 
“Liberation” Policy 


A recent issue of the U. S. Post 
Office Bulletin contains a warn- 
ing of concern to anyone with 
correspondents in Poland. 

That nation has recently insti- 
tuted a nolicy of “liberating” for 
government benefit any U. S. or 
Polish paper money mailed to 
addresses in the country, as well 
as all undeclared items of jewelry 
or other mercnandise sent there. 

The Bulletin warns that every 
item included in a parcel must be 
listed on 'he customs declaration, 
or it will be confiscated if of 
any value at all. 

The Bulletin further warns the 
public that the responsibility is 
the sender’s to list all en- 
closures, anc that the post office 
receiving clerk (parcel post or 
registry) is not to be expected 
to verify the declaration against 
the enclosures. 

Failure to heed this warning 
will result in the loss of. currency 
and undeclared merchandise, and 
in possible embarrassment to the 
intended receiver in Poland. 








|Two More Sets From 
'Viet-Nam This Year 


A new official designation of 
money wilt appear for the first 
time on the forthcoming five- 
value set honoring Viet-Nam’s 
“Conference. du Plan de Colom- 
bo”, according to Robert D. West, 
Chillicothe, Ohio. His report is 
based on official information re- 
ceived from Nguyen-Khac-Tham, 
director general of posts and tele- 
communication of the far eastern 
republic. 

In the new designation, 100 
Viet-Nam cents equal one dong, 
and at the official rate of ex- 
change, 35 dong equal $1 U. S. 

The “Conference” set will be 
of 20c, 30c, 50c, 1 dong and 2d, 
values, photogravure printed. 
The second proposed set will be 
bi-colored and line engraved 
printed, to honor the “Assemblee 
Nationale du Viet-Nam”. Values 
will be 50c, 80c; 1, 4, 5, and 10d.

Mexico Releases 
Constitution Set 


A golden sheen dominates the 
designs of the two regulars and 
two airmails Mexico issued Aug- 
ust 31 for the Centenary of its 
Constitution. The gold comes 


from the ink used to print part 
designs. 


of the 








The stamp art is symbolical. On 
the 30 centavos is an allegory of 
the Mexican nation holding a 
copy of the 1857 Constitution be- 
fore a rising sun. Colors are gold 
and dark lake. The 1 Peso comes 
in gold and light bluish green and 


shows the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1857. 
On the 50c airmail, in gold 


and blue green, are the Mexican 
eagle and serpent with the scales 
of justice and a sword. The IP. 
air has a female figure represent- 
ing Mexico writing the Constitu- 
tion of 1857 and including the 
words Liberty, Justice and Re- 
form. Colors are bright blue and 
gold. 
There were three million of 
the two “egulars printed, advises 
Dr. A. W. Bork of Mexico City, 
and two million of each of the 
airs. 
Coming, is a stamp to mark the 
100th anniversary of the adop- 
tion of the Metric System. This 
was to have appeared on or near 
September 16, but a report on it 
was not available at press time. 


Korean Semipostal 
For Typhoon Relief 


To help provide funds for the 
alleviation of typhoon damage 
and suffering, Korea has issued 
a single semipostal stamp in a 
value of 40 hwan plus 10 hwan. 
Besides considerable destruction 
from the heavy rain a number 
of Koreans were killed and 
wounded. 











The day of issue was Septem- 
ber 1. The 10h was for the relief 
fund while the 40h is the rate for 
first class domestic mail. 

According to Song Ki Choo, 
P. O. Box 1109, Seoul, Korea, the 
printing total was three million 
copies,

Values, Real and Imaginary 
(Part II) 


The effort in this article, while 
attempting to show the difficulty 
in establishing an accurate price 
list of plate blocks of past issues, 
is designed mainly to help the col- 
lector to avoid being deluded into 
trusting inflated price lists that at- 
tempt to have you use them as 
true evaluations. 

Most dealers publish price lists 
which they feel are based on their 
costs, plus the reasonable mark- 
up they are entitled to. This you 
have a righteto accept or reject, 
depending on whether you agree 
and are willing to pay the price 
asked in each instance. 

On the other hand I would look, 
with suspicion, on a _ price list 
which attempts to imply it is not 
merely a price list, but, rather is 
a true market value for all the 
plate blocks listed. 

When a man tells me a price for 
a certain plate block I can tell 
him either that the price is too 
high or that it is fair enough and 
I'll buy it. But if the same man 
tries to convince me and collectors 
in every state of the union that his 
price is a true value for this item, 
then I should like to demand the 
proof on how that price evaluation 
has been established. 

If an ordinary block that sells 
for 25c, or possibly a few cents 
higher, is suddenly priced at $1 
or > ore, I’d like to know how and 
why such prices are asked. If, 
several months later, the same 
p'ate block jumps in its represent- 
ed evaluation to $5; again I’d like 
to know how these figures are de- 
termined. 

When you deal with a small 
group, or with an-article that is 
confined to a limited area, the 
people concerned usually know the 





seller to explain the whys and 
wherefores of the various fluctuat- 
ing. prices, 

A price list which tries to pawn 
itself off as being a representative 
of values should show in detail how 
and what conditions justly contri- 
bute to establish the evaluations as 
claimed. A price list reflects the 
views of the individual who makes 
it up, but a list that claims, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to be a list of 
actual values should reflect the 
views of collectors, dealers and 
interested people as a whole. 


Since there are no laws to cur- 
tail, or restrict any individual from 
publishing price lists strictly as in- 
dividual views, and pass them off 
as a Self-acclaimed authority for 
the many thousands of collectors 
and dealers, it is unfortunate for 
many plate block collectors. They, 
as a result, can easily become 
confused in a maze of contradict- 
ing values. Many plate blocks 
hardly ever get off the ground so 
far as their true value and avail- 
ability are concerned. 

Personally, [ have more respect 
for a price list that may have un- 
reasonably high price listings than 
for a list which tries to tell me 
that the prices are true alues, for 
in the first instance a dealer im- 
plies that he finds it necessary to 
charge so much per plate block 
because he feels he is entitled to 
it, whereas in the latter case I am 
not only told the price, but ‘“‘infor- 
mation” is offered representing 
that wide research has been made 
over the entire plate number field 
—when discrepancies are usually 
too numerous and apparent. 

To me it seems that those who 
publish price lists as market val- 
ues arrive at those igures on the 
basis of their own personal stock 
or On the basis of the limited num- 
ber of plate blocks that are avail- 
able to that individual. Instead of 
coming out and admitting this to 
the collector, this is usually con- 
spicuously absent, although well 
camouflaged with vague and gen- 
eral explanations which. on close 
scrutiny, tell the collector exactly 
nothing that he would like to know. 

A number of examples can be 
given to illustrate the shallowness 
of the pricing and the contradic- 
tion from one set of figures to an- 
other. For example, take a _ re-

same plate number, in every po- 
sition, at the same price? 


What makes each of these four 
positions priced differently? 
Again, what makes for so many 
different prices on all the other 
plate numbers in the various posi- 
tions? Don’t you stop to consider 
why? Don’t you wonder why some 
positions are priced double and 
triple, and that elsewhere on just 
a common, ordinary price list 
most of them are priced alike? 
Don’t you wonder what causes 
some of these positions of this 
price list suddenly to jump to dou- 
ble and triple value and just as 
suddenly tumble down to a new 
low? 

All of us nave head of the stock 
market where various stocks and 
bonds rise and fall, and _ these 
stocks and bonds determine the 
economic health of the country. 
As sensitive as the stock market 
is to any change, even there 
one finds many sound reasons 
to explain radical changes. 
Doesn’t it make sense to you that 
similar explanations are in order 
where prices are represented as 
values?

Doubtless interest in them is due to the 
use of adhesive stamps of the various val- 
ues. It will lead some collectors who have 
_ made collections of them to continue from 
Postal Money Order forms. Also to try to look back and gather into 
their collections any examples of Money Order forms of the past. 
This will prove one of @he most difficult fields of Postal History to 
cover. Mention of these Postal Notes here has only been done to call 
attention to the fact that they too are a part of Postal History. At 
some later date I hope to be able to give a most thorough article on 
the Postal Notes and Postal Note Stamps. 

Right now I started to make mention of Reply Coupons and this 
subject was called to my attention by the receipt of a beautifully 
printed Catalogue of Imperial Reply Coupons and Commonwealth 
Reply Coupons that has recently been issued by The Society of Reply 
Coupon Collectors (Dr. Allan Hauck, secretary, P.O. Box 404, Auburn, 
Ind.). It is available from him for 50c or six International Reply Cou- 
pons. 
The book deals with Imperial or Commonwealth Reply Coupons 
as used within the British Commonwealth for the exchange of corres- 
pondence in the same way that International Reply Coupons are used 
throughout the world. The use of Commonwealth Reply Coupons en- 
ables correspondents within the Commonwealth to take advantage of 
the preferential postal rates between Commonwealth countries. There 
have been eleven major types and four different kinds of watermarks. 
All known coupons are classified and fully illustrated. 

The catalogue is printed on 8% x 11 paper punched for three-ring

notebooks. Supplements will be issued to keep the catalogue up to 
date. The monthly bulletin of the society, ‘‘The Reply Coupon Col- 
lector’’, will chronicle all new issues. 


This is the first in a series of catalogues which the society plans 
to publish. In the near future it anticipates publications of a fully il- 
justrated Type Chart for International Reply Coupons and of a Cata- 
logue of the Reply Coupons of the Americas and Spain. 

Membership costs $2 or 25 International Reply Coupons for one 
year. Each member recevies regularly the monthly bulletins and spe- 
cial publications. Further information concerning the catalogue or 
the group can be obtained from Dr. Hauck. 

We hope that publication of this information will enable all who 
are interested in Reply Coupons to become aware of the fact that 
there is a large group of collectors of them. 

I want to congratulate the catalog printer, Mr. John R. McGee, 
for a splendid bit of work in producing it. I recall nothing finer in 
this line. I also call attention to the fact that the catalogue is on 81% 
x 11 inch sheets punched to fit a standard three-ring binder of this 
size. I have suggested this method of printing and producing short ar- 
ticles and catalogues as being the most appropriate and desirable for 
keeping in a proper manner by the collctors. 


Check Your Auction Purchases Carefully 


“Dear Mr. Linn, 

“During the past week I have received lots from three different 
auctions, and I seem to have run into a rash of errors in descriptions 
by the auction houses. For several years I have had extremely good 
luck buying by mail in auctions, but this past experience makes me 
wonder if some of the boys are getting careless. For example: 

“July 26 auction—RB43 (cat. $11.00) turned out to be RB60 dou- 
ble line watermark (cat. $0.75) . . . lot 669. 

“July 27th auction—lot 52 described as #97 checks as #90 with 
11 x 14 grill and in fact was clearly stamped as such on the reverse. 
Also, lot 151 $1.00 Columbian used ‘‘fine’’ has been very definitely re- 
perfed since it neither gauges correctly nor is standard height for 
this issue. 

“July 30th auction—lot number 19, U.S. #13, had two ‘‘old fashion- 
ed” pin holes which were not mentioned in the listing. 

“These lots have been returned and I assume will be correctly ad- 
justed by these dealers. However, since the trend seems to be to- 
ward increased charges for selling via auction channels, it would ap- 
pear that some of the boys need to run a more ‘taunt ship’ rather than 
depend upon their customers to find (or not find) errors in their list- 
ings. This is not just a matter of grading, but more important, a 
matter of correct classification.”’ 

The above is from a collector. Little comment need be made. 
The facts as stated above however should lead every buyer at auction 
to carefully examine each lot purchased and determine if it is as de- 
scribed in the auction catalogue. If one is experienced with stamps 
there is but one point where any dispute can legitimately arise and 
that is the matter of condition on which disagreement can readily 
arise. In the case of other errors of description it is merely a matter 
of proper description as per catalogue.

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New Rules Choke 
Indian Philately 


The Philatelic Traders’ Society, 
Ltd., of London has released a 
report over the signature of Jal 
Cooper, a leading stamp dealer of 
India, which indicates that stamp 
collectors there have fallen in- 
to some rather unpleasant cir- 
cumstances, as a result of import 
restrictions imposed by the In- 


dian government. ‘he situation, 
while. not parallel in its moti- 
vating cause, is identical in ulti- 
mate effect upon philately and 
its adherents, as that which re- 
cently knocked the props from 
beneath the importation of Hun- 
garian stamps into East Germany. 
{Linn’s, July 1, page 12.) ; 

Briefly, reports Cooper in his 
letter, while assorted restrictions 
and controls had varied between 
the nuisance and the handicap 
stage for some little time, on July 
1 the axe really fell with the 
complete ban on the importation 
of philatelic goods, including 
stamps, by both dealers and in- 
dividual collectors. 


Earlier, last October 1, the 





Government of India after an in- 
terval of two years, had once 
again placed the import of stamps 
under a license for dealers; the 
license quota was cut down by 
50% of the established quota of 
a stamp dealer based on his past 
imports during any year of the 
import period 1949-1955. How- 
ever, collectors were permitted to 
import stamps without a license 
under a special permit issued by 
the Foreign Exchange Controller 
of the Reserve Bank of India, 
each colector being allowed #100 
annually for his stamp purchases 
abroad. 

On January 1, the import li- 
cense had been made compulsory 
for both collectors and dealers; 
the former were issued with an 
ad hoc license based on their 
past imports: dealers were is- 
sued licenses with a 50% cut in 
their quota. For small purchases, 
collectors were permitted to re- 
mit their dues by a_ sterling 
money order of £2 per day. The 
dealers found this mode of pay- 
ment very expensive and remit- 
ted by bank drafts, though a few 
(who imported stamps in ordi- 





nary letters to avoid checking) 
remitted by a money order. 

As these money order remit- 
tances are now totally stopped, 
the illegal imports, too, have 
come to an end, and not a day too 
soon as they were giving a very 
bad name to the stamp trade in 
India. Now everything is up in 
the air. 

Already scores of registered 
letters containing stamps. are 
held up in the postal appraising 
department of the Foreign Post 
Directorate, and “show cause” 
penalty notices have been issued 
to many collectors. It is there- 
fore desirable for all dealers, in 
their own interest, to be very 
careful in executing further or- 
ders, particularly as payment 
cannot be made legally by In- 
dian dealers. 

Money order remittances to all 
foreign countries came to an end 
on June 26, and even the ques- 
tion of remitting subscriptions or 
paying socfety dues abroad is 
hanging fire. A clearer picture 
will appear only after October 1. 

The ban is introduced for a 
period of three months. The cru- 
cial foreign exchange position of 
India does not permit one to en- 
tertain hopes of an early relaxa- 
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tion, though some relief may be 
given to establisked stamp im- 
porters under a new license.

First, I wish to thank the folks 
who sent me covers and news. I 
can always use any duplicate odd 
item for my worldwide columns 
which now go to Great Britain and 
the Mid-East, plus other remote 
lands. Many items which I cannot 
use in my USA columns can be 
used in these overseas _ publica- 
tions. So thanks again. 

Also, over 300 letters thus far 
have. asked me for Jata as to 
flights, methods of obtaining first 
flights, catalog prices, and other 
such details. Flight covers do 
have value and many rare items 
are worth near $1000 or even more. 
In future columns I shall give 
methods of obtaining this material, 
costs, and other data however, in 
the meantime keep watching “Tn- 
ternational Adventure’ for the 
latest in flights. 

Speaking of flights, on August 
21, the FD of the new Australian 
7d stamp, a special ‘‘Flying Doc- 
tor’ aircraft carried covers to 
Brisbane for onward transmission 
of the FDC of these new stamps. 
To all my “International Adven- 
ture” friends I say, try to obtain 
this 7d stamp on an airletter sheet. 
Tell your contacts to put a pair 
(Australian ALS takes _0d) on an 
airletter sheet and you will have a 
nice item. 

Many of my readers have the 
Egyptian ‘Svenska FN-Batdljo- 
nen” cancel on covers from the 
Swedish forces in Egypt. This is 
a nice item but quite common now 
in the States. I have been told 
that each Swedish soldier in Egypt 
is given two special airlette> 
sheets to be used for correspond- 
ence with his family. 

There are now some. cover 

“‘toughies’’ which show these air- 
letter stamps cut from the AL 
sheet and pasted on covers posted 
from Stockholm. These stamps 
are marked ‘“SVERIGE-FALT- 
POST-SVARSMARKE”, The cov- 
ers are backstamped with the can- 
cel mentioned as the ‘Svenska 
FN-Bataljonen” showing they ar- 
rived at Egypt. I will show one 
of these covers in a future column. 
It is hard to obtain material from 
the UN in Egypt as most anything 
which looks ‘“‘commercial’, I un- 
derstand from contacts on the con- 
tinent, will not be passed. 

On September 1 Syria issued a 
new set at the opening of the Da-

mascus International Fai: of 1957. 
Also, Lebanon issued a new set to 
commemorate the Baalbek Inter- 
national Festival of 1957. This set 
is of four values (25,000 sets) plus 
1500 souvenir sheets. This festival 
ran from July 25 to September 1 
during which time troops of actors 
from all parts of the world played 
at Baalbek. 

Short-wave radio listeners are 
making strong stamp contacts. 
Some of the tougher stations heard 
in- the States recently on 14MC 
and 21MC are: ZDILQ, Sierra 
Leone; KX6AF, Kwajalein; 
ET2US. Eritrea; also, several KC4 
stations which are located in Ant- 
arctic land. Recently at 6 a.m. 
EST I tuned in three stations 
operating in the Ryukyu Islands. 
Although these are ‘‘ham’’  sta- 
tions, you can obtain their ad- 
dresses from the ‘‘Radio Amateur 
Call Book’”’ and send them a card, 
letter or note as to their signal. 
You may mention you _ collect 
stamps as many ‘‘ham operators”’ 
are ardent stamp enthi -iasts. 
They will send a verification card 
and perhaps some stamps. You 
can then swap should they be in- 
terested. It is a true ‘‘Internation- 
al Adventure’. 


Many USA specialists are miss- 
ing a good bet in not sending In- 
ternational Reply Post Cards to 
their International contacts. In 
many cases special cachets and/or 
cancels will be placed on these 
cards and you will have some 
unusual postal markings on a true 
USA item. International Reply 
Cards are the cheapest form of ob- 
taining foreign cancels and mark- 
ings, plus a reply from your pals. 

Many readers are interested in 
Polar items. I can now report an- 
other tough item to obtain from 
Norway. { have received a cover | 
cancelled at Bear Island (Nor- 
wegians call it Bjornoya). The 
cancel]: reads ‘028—BJORNOYA— 
740—81’ N—190-09’-E.”” This is a 
hard one to obtain but it is un Is- 
land in the Arctic Ocean and a 
part of Norway. 


My crusade for the UN to open 
offices or permit its offices to use 
UN postage throughout the globe 
is gaining momentum.

“The use of UN stamps in that 
way is not only the most logical 
thing, but it would alsc increase 
considerably the legitimate use of 
(them),’’ this writer pointed out. 
“Hitherto”, he continued, ‘‘only a 
very small percentage has seen 
postal service, the largest quan- 
tity going to collectors and specu- 
lators. 

“The usage of the UN stamps 
all over the world would make 
propaganda for the UN, prove 
that their stamps serve a real pur- 
pose, and make them more valu- 
able in philatelic sense. . . .There 
seems to be a difference,’ he con- 
cluded, “if stamps are sold out 
because investors and speculators 
buy -hem up by the thousands and 
turn them back on the market 
some day, or 
used up to a large extent on cor- 
respondence,”’ 

Yes, it appears UN stamps will 
truly not be UN stamps until they 
are used by the United Nations 
throughout the globe. 

Read the early items in _ this 
column as to how difficult it is 
to obtain UN maiterial (Swedish) 
and see how comparatively simple 
it is to obtain a full sheet of UNEF 
stamps from the UN post oftice— 
in NY. To me these stamps are 
“empty” unless the UNEF can use 
them, Stamp collectors through- 
out the world are a powerful ‘orce 
although they use only tweezers 
for a weapon. Howeve., the dol- 
lars they spend certainly aid the 
postal administrations throughout 
the glcbe. 

Regardless of what may be said 
by statesmen, the FDC business is 
a large one and a profitable one, 
to say nothing of the numerous 
topical issues which are beame 
toward the stamp collector. Col- 
lectors aid the UN postal set-up as 
well. It appears it certainly would 
not hurt a UN goodwi:’ ambas-

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Israel’s eagerly-awaited TABIL 
souvenir sheet isn’t scheduled for 
issue until mid-September, but 
postal publicity has, of course, 
far anticipated the event. Not only 
have special seals been in use for 
some time, but on July 10, a spe- 
cial TABIL cancellation went into 
use in Tel Aviv. The following 
day, found it being placed on mail 
in Jerusalem also. 

The special cachet prepared to 
match the cancels reproduces the 
complete mosaic floor from the 
Synagogue of Beth Alfa from 
which the souvenir sheet design 
was taken. Meanwhile, other spe- 
cial cancels of the »ast summer 
have reflected events of interest to 
Israelis. 


The Jewish Legion 


Probably the cancellation of 
greatest sentimental appeal to 
them is the seven-candeled can- 
cellation of August 14, which 
marks a dual anniversary - the 
40th of the Jewish Legion and the 
25th of the settlement, Kfar Ava- 
hail, which they founded. 

The Legion was organized dur- 
ing World War I, originally as part 
of the British Army’s Royal Fusi- 
liers Regiments. Prime impetus 
came from two Zionists, Joseph 
Trumpeldor and Vladimir Jabotin- 
sky. The first fruit of their efforts 
was the undiginifed ‘‘Zion Mule 
Corps’’, which was _ philatelically 
honored with a commemorative 
cancel on March 6, 1955. 

The Mule Corps was sent—dis- 
appointingly—to Gallipoli, that 
murderously unsuccessful failure 
at a direct invasion of Turkey. 
The Corps was then disbanded and 
reorganized as the Jewish Legion, 
augmented by about 1000 Pales- 
tinian Jews, a contingent of some

200 volunteers from Argentina, 
and various Jewish soldiers trans- 
ferred from regular English regi- 
ments. The Legion played a part 
in driving the Turks out of Trans- 
Jordan and elsewhere. 

Avihail is an agricultural settle- 
ment organized by ex-Legionnaires 
and their families. The 25th anni- 
versary celebration was marked 
by ground-breaking ceremonies 
for a memeorial development 
which will include a library, a 
museum, a community hall and a 
remembrance corner, together 
with a hostel, an amphitheater and 
a sports field. 


The Bitterness Forgotten... 


It may or may not have been 
coincidental that the 7th ‘“‘Betar’’ 
World Conference and the 20th an- 
niversary of the Jabotinsky In- 
stitute were marked with com- 
memorative cancels a short time 
before the Legion cancel was is- 
sued. The former was commem- 
orated on June 10; the latter on 
July 27. 

The memory of Vladimir Jabo- 
tinsky and the organizations he 
founded were not always held in 
such high esteem among Israelis, 
for he represented political ex- 
tremism in the Zionist movement. 
He had broken away from the 
World Zionist organization to form 
his own Revisionist movement, 
which advocated force and vio- 
lence in the creation of the pre- 
sent State. 

To many, Jabotinsky and his fol- 
lowers were considered as Fas- 
cists. It is perhaps a measure of 
the less emotional atmosphere in 
present-day Israeli politics that 
Jabotinsky is now honored by the 
Jewish State. 


Also of Interest 


Other commemorative cancels of 
interest are: Home and Garden 
Exhibition at Rishon  Leziyon, 
July 7; 25th Anniversary of the 
settlement Givat Hayyim, July 14; 
Opening of Ship Post Office on the 
new ship ‘‘Aliyya’’, July 14; Fire 
Control Campaign, Tiberias, July 
21; Opening of the new Post Office 
at Ben-Shemen, July 23; and 2nd 
International Congress of Jewish 
Studies, Jerusalem, July 28. 


Older Events Recalled 


Among the older commemora- 





July 30, Dr. Theodore K. Lawless4 
of Chicago left for Israel to dedi- 
cate a 35-bed dermatology wing at 
the Beilinson Hospital near Tel 
Aviv. 

Of the $400,000 cost, Dr. Lawless 
and friends donated $160,000; the 
wing will be named for him. The 
remaining $240,000 came from His- 
tadrut, the Federation of Jewish 
Trade Unions in Israel. It may be 
remembered that a special post of- 
fice branch for the hospital was 
opened on April 25, 1955. 

The other item concerns a New 
York Times dispatch reporting the 
establishment of a special corpora- 
tion to finance Israel’s Tourist 
“industry”. The organization, 
Tourist Enterprises Development 
Corporation, is being initially capi- 
talized at 7 million Israeli pounds 
(about $3,800,000). Here, too, past 
commemorative cancels will be 
remembered, advertising Israel 
variously as a ‘Vacation Land’’ 
and as ‘‘The Land of the Bible” 
(February, 1953), the “Land of 
Sunshine”’ (January, 1956).

Uncle Sam Gets 
His Pretty Back 


That suddenly discovered die 
proof of the 1918 24c red and 
blue airmail stamp, U. S. Scott’s 
No. C3a, with the center inverted, 
which made page 1 news in Linn’s 
September 9 issue, returned for 
what should be its swan song. 

The “Tampa Daily Times”, ac- 
cording to a clipping submitted 
by C. R. Homan of that Florida 
city, recently carried a second 
Associated Press item as follows, 
headed “U. S. Getting Back Rare 
Air Mail Stamp”: 

“The U. S. Bureau of Engrav- 
ing is going to get its upside- 
down airmail stamp proof back. 

“Cecil ¢. Curry, attorney for 
Edward R. Frisbee of Poland 
Spring, Maine, has agreed to re- 
turn the proof to the govern- 
ment. Frisbee has had it in his 
possession since acquiring it from 
a Bureau employe. 

“The Bureau claimed legal 
ownership of the proof and said 
it should not have been taken 
from the printing plant. 

“Only a few stamps showing 
the inverted airplane were print- 
ed. These are valued at $3500 
each by collectors. 

“The mistake on the 24-cent 
airmail stamp was made in 1918. 

‘The proof’s presence in Miami 
was reported last month by se- 
cret service agent John Marshall 
who said there were reports an 
attempt would be made to sell 
it here.”

at Allahabad, India, February 18, 
1911; the first elsewhere was the 
London-Windsor service of Sep- 
tember 9-16, 1911. The ~eath knell 
of the balloon as a carrier of the 
mails and the ascendancy of the 
airplane in that field took place in 
January 1915 during the second 
Russian siege of the Austrian city 
of Przemysl. 

On this continent it was on a 
September morning in 1911, at a 
flying field outside of Mineola, L. 
., N. Y., that this dream of re- 
placing wheels (and later, hulls) 
with wings in the carrying of the 
mails was given its life blood. 

It was here that, for a full week, 
a fragile plane actually took off 
and carried mail a few miles 
across the country to the Mineola 
post office.

land, to nearby Mineola. Some 
43,247 pieces of mail were carried 
on the flights of September 23-28 
and 30. Mail was cancelled also 
on the 29th and October 1, but 
none was carried on these two 
days. 

Ovington lived to see the twen- 
tieth anniversary of his epic flight. 
The occasion was observed in part 
by special cachets applied to mail 
at each end of the 1931 trans-con- 
tinental service, and such covers 
from Los Angeles are ocasionally 
seen with his autograph in addition 
to the cachet. ; 

Post Office ‘‘brass’’ had eyed 
the 1911 proceeding with mixed 
feelings, just as they continued to 
regard additional pioneer ‘‘stunt’’ 
mail carrying efforts. The next 
year, 1912, the Department asked 
the Congress for funds with which 
to operate a modest airmail serv- 
ice. . . .but the good solons, still 
“leary” of any vehicle that was 
not controlled by a pair of reins 
and suitable language, was ‘‘econ- 
omy minded’’ and refused the re- 
quest. 

More of those pioneer airmail 
experiments followed—without cost 
to the Department—and it was 1916 
before the Congress finally saw 
the light and earmarked $50,000 
out of the ‘‘steamboat or other 
power boat service’’ appropriation, 
for airmail development. 

The Department promptly asked 
for bids for airmail routes in Mas- 
sachusetts and Alaska, out disap- 
pointment followed when no bidder 
could obtain planes suitable for 
the proposed work. 

As so frequently happens with 
the development of new devices, 


a first class war was needed to 


accelerate the growth of the fly- 
ing machine to some semblance of 
a successful stage. Thus when 
finally the need and tle means 
reached corresponding levels, the 
first official airmail service was 
actually undertaken. 

The rumor still persists that one 
primary fuel which ‘‘built a fire’’ 
under the Congress to result in the 
appropriating of $100,000 with

ington to the port of New York 
with a minimum of exposure to the 
spy menace. 

May 15, 1918, was THE day. 
Mail was flown between New York 
and Washington, with a stop at 
Philadelphia, the Army cooperat- 
ing with the Post Office Depart- 
ment by furnishing planes and 
pilots. But the distance of 218 
miles was actually too much to be 
completely conquered that first 
day, history reveals, The Wash- 
ington dispatch eventually made 
the journey by <ail. 

But history had been made, an 

actual beginning had been written 
into the books, and so important 
vas the event that President Wil- 
son left his desk to attend the de- 
parture of that first airmail con- 
signment from Washington. 
_ The rate was then 24c, i--lud- 
ing 10c for special delivery upon 
arrival. It was reduced to 16c on 
July 15, and to 6c (without the 
special delivery feature) on De- 
cember 15, 1918. 

_The new service was the occa- 
sion for the appearance of the 
world’s first regularly issued air- 
mail stamp, the now famous ‘‘24c 
red and blue’, Scott’s No. C3. 
(Earlier, Italy had overprinted 
other stamps for special ai-mail 
flights, but not for a regular air- 
mail service; she did not issue 
special stamps for the events.) 

The new stamp featured the mail 
plane of the occasion, a Curtiss 
JN4 “Jenny” biplane, famous 
trainer of World War I—a rather 
quaint contraption when compared 
with the jets on the Air Force 
stamp of 39 years later! With the 
““C3”’ as Scott eventually titled the 
newcomer, came also the outstand- 
ing U.S. rarity of the century, the 
same stamp with the center (air- 
plane) inverted, No. C3a. 

One year later, May 15, 1919, 
airmail connected Cleveland, Ohio 
and Chicago, Ill—the first step to- 
ward trans-continental service. 
The following July 1 the “leveland 
—New York extension was effect- 
ed, and for the following 12-month 
period eight planes covered 1,906

nal was moved along to Omaha, 
Nebr., and on May 15, the rest of 
the way to San Francisco, Cal. 
Even though the planes flew only 
during daylight hours, they better- 
ed’ cross-country train service by 
22 hours. ; 
This margin was not enough—it 
had to be improved, and the most 
expedient way to do so was to >- 
gin night mail carrying. . . .So, at 
4.30 a. m. February 22, 192i, the 
first through transcontinental mail 
plane pointed its prop eastward 
from the Coast. A matter of 33 
hours and 21 minutes later, when 
the dispatch of mail bags was 
landed at Hazelhurst Field on Long 
Island, N. Y., history—and drama 
—had been unfolded. ‘ 
The highlight was the night 
flight, through foul weather and 
over a strange route, vy pilot Jack 





Knight. Completing his own leg 
from North Platte, Nebr. to 
Omaha, he landed at 1:10 . m. to 


discover that the leg on the Chi- 
cago had been cancelled because 
of bad weather. 

Jack Knight had ideas of his own 
about the necessity of getting this 
particular dispatch of mail through 
and on schedule. 

He took off at 2 a. m., battled 
as far as Iowa City, I. ’a where 
he found his gas almost gone, and 
landed in a snowstorm to refuel 
and resume his battle with time, 
space and the elements. That 
landing so casually mentioned was 
done with the aid of a red flare 
put out by a night watchman when 
he heard the plane -circling.. the 
field in the raging storm. 

Clear of the snowstorm, _—_ 
Og, 
but by good flying and good luck, 
he made Chicago at 8:40 in the 
morning. The first night flight had 
been completed, and the rest of 
the schedule over the established 
Chicago-Cleveland-New York leg 
was anti-climactic in nature. 

Knight continued in the mail 
service, becoming a commercial 
pilot and setting up a record of 
over 2,500,000 miles of flying over 
the air mail routes of this coun- 
try. He died February 24, 1945, 
from the after effects of malaria 
contracted in South ..merica while 
on duty during the war, on the 24th 
anniversary plus on day of his epic 
Omaha—Chicago flight. 

Jack Knight had all along been 
i good frienc of airmail collectors 
especialy those interested in CAM 
(Contract Air Mail) covers, and he 
was instrumental in forming in 
1941 the national philatelic society 
which bears his name, the Jack

Knight Air Mail Society. 

The Congress finally recognized 
the writing in the sky and appro- 
priated $1,250,000 for airmail ex- 
pansion. By July 1924 iegular 24- 
hour transcontinental airmail was 
in operation. The rate was 24c 
per ounce for the full distance, 
with 16c and 8c for intermediate 
zones, 

The Post Office Department had 
long followed the policy of allow- 
ing private carriers to transport 
the mails, and in 1926 the Depart- 
ment began extending this polity 
to airmail. The Chicago-Cleve- 
land-Detroit triangle was the first 
step, February 15, 1926. 

By August 31, 1927, all mail was 
carried under contract, and it has 
been so carried to date excepting 
for a brief period a «umber of 
years ago when the Army took 
Over during a dispute with the air- 
lines. Lacking proper equipment 
and trained personnel—and minus 
the benefits of the large subsidies 
which have all along supported the 
private carriers, results were 
tragic and immediate. 

In short order the handling of 
airmail was returned to the pri- 
vate carriers, and it has since -e- 
mained in their hands. 

By the cnd of 1927 the previous- 
ly zoned airmail schedule of rates 
(the 8-16-24c scale had been re- 
duced in 1926 to 10-15-20c) was cut 
to a straight 10c per half-ounce, 
with a further reduction the fol- 
lowing August 1 to 5¢ for the first 
ounce plus 10c for each additional 
ounce. Since that time the rate 
has varied from a straight 5c to 8c 
per ounce, with air parcel post 
pound rates applying to all items 
over 8 ounces in weight since Jan- 
uary 1, 1949. 

With the improvement and ex- 
pansion of domestic service came 
similar advancements in airmail 
service to foreign countries. Short 
hops to Cuba and Vancouver, B. 
C., Canada, were the first timid 
steps; today American planes cast 
their darting shadows over most 
of the corners of the globe, on 
regularly scheduled flights. 

What lies ahead even dreamers 
can not conjecture. .. .certainly 
the jet plane for moderate dis- 
tances and perhaps the rocket for 
more remote destinations. And, 
surely, the helicopter must soon be 
impressed for post-office-to-post- 
office direct service between such 
nearby centers of population as, 
say, New York and Philadelphia. 

Earle E. Ovington who jockeyed 
that cranky Bleriot exactly 46 
years would hardly believe his 
eyes were he alive today to see 
the “great oak” into which that 
“acorn” he planted in the free 
winds Sentember 23, 1911, has 
grown—and flown!

The especially difficult task 
facing this group is set forth in 
a new booklet on UN postal is- 
sues just published by the Ad- 
ministration. 

The 87-page “United Nations 
Postage Stamps” shows 29 differ- 
ent designs of the 56 UN stamps 
since October 24, 1951, and ex- 
plains the purpose behind their 
release. 

The purpose of UN stamps, it 
states, is to draw attention to 
the efforts of this world organi- 
zation and its related specialized 
agencies. It cites examples of 
stamps already issued toward 
this end, ever seeking for a bet- 
ter understanding among peoples 
and nations. and higher standards 
of life. 

The choice of designs suitable 
for UN stamps, the booklet points 
out, invelves’ considerations not 
required ir the production of 
stamps in individual countries. 
Because the United Nations is an 
international organization, its 
stamps must bear symbols which 
will be understood universally. 
Drawings representing any one 
culture or religion—designs with 
crosses, for example, which might 
be thought to represent one par- 
ticular religion—must be discard- 
ed. Thus, the problem: of inter- 
preting the aims and activities of 
the UN presents a great challenge 
to the world’s artists. 

In obtaining designs the UN 
Postal Admunistration has drawn 
upon the talents’ of -artists of 
many nations and the winning de- 
signs have been selected by an 
international jury. 

The new publication also ex-

Italian Section 


Of Scott Catalog 


Pierson Ostrow 


Collectors who turn to the Ital- 
ian section of the 1958 Scott 
catalog will be pop-eyed with 
surprise. They will find scarcely 
a single set where pricing has not 
been revised upward—a_ sharply. 

The revisions are by no means 
consistent, and fail to eliminate 
a great many inconsistencies, but 
they will be accepted as an in- 
dication of good faith. The new 
catalogs from Italy are expected 
within the next 30-60 days, and 
will probably show average in- 
creases of 10 percent to 20 per- 
cent, reducing the margin of 
Scott accuracy still further. The 
net result, however, will be to 
render Scott, for the first time 
in many years, a reasonable rough 
guide to net prices. 

Outstanding exceptions are the 
Italian States and pre-1912 issues, 
which remain far too low. Un- 
fortunately, this will mean that 
the foreign buyers will continue 
to acquire, for trans-shipment to 
Italy, the cream of the classics 
which may come upon the mar- 
ket. Perhaps 1959 will see addi- 
tional revisions to take care of 
this situation as well. Meanwhile, 
a quick review will show what 
has been accomplished. 

Italy: As noted above, pre-1912 
issues remain too lox. The bet- 
ter commemorative sets are also 
undervalued — notably the Man- 
zoni set, the 1922 Trieste Phila- 
telic Congress overprints, the Air 
Official stamps and several of the 
airmail singles. Scott fails to indi- 
cate how scarce the 1921 Venezia 
Giulio commems (Nos. 130-32) 
are in used condition (they were 
sold only in Trieste), and no dif- 
ferentiation is made _ between 
mint and used of the high-value 
commems, although the latter are 
exceptionally hard to find The 
Grociera Italiana overprints re- 
main unlisted; Scott standing vir- 
tually alone among catalogers in 
its stand. The 100-lire Roman Re- 
public commemorative of 1949 re- 
mains, unexpectedly, under-val- 
ued. 

Colonies: The major weakness 
of this section is its failure to 
reflect the real scarcity of gen- 
uinely used commemorative and 
airmail stamps, which are worth 
far more than the mint. Other- 
wise, the prices seem realistic (in 
many instances, actually high), 
with a few exceptions. Somalia 
8-9 and Italian East Africa J1-13, 
both rare, are not likely to be 
commercially available at the 
Scott quotations. The Manzoni 
sets need further increases. The

Scott’s failure to list it remains 
a mystery. Checking Scott, one 
would remain unaware of the fact 
that two separate printings were 
made of Somalia’s parcel post 
overprints.» Some of the differ- 
ences result in wide variations 
in value, and Scott should at least 
make reference to their existence. 
Trieste: Prices seem reasonable, 
with a few exceptions, applicable 
primarily to B-Zone issues. The 
inverted overprint of B-Zone No. 
6 is a common error which cir- 
culates widely and should be ob- 
tainable for not more than a dol- 
lar. Scott’s failure to list and 
price it gives the unscrupulous 
dealer an opportunity to pass it 
off at an inflated price. C21 and 
93-104 (both B-Zone) are worth 
far more than the Scott quota- 
tions would indicate. The note 
following Trieste B No. C21 just 
isn’t accurate.

Identifying West 
German Re-Issues 


Several.values of the five-year 
plan issue of the German Demo- 
cratic Republic were recently re- 
issued, and some of them seem 
dentical with the originals, in- 
cluding the 5, 10, 15, 20, 25, 30, 
40, 50, and 70pfg. values. 

“This might conceivably cause 
much confusion both now and 
later,” states Albert Duval, pres- 
ident of the German Philatelic 
Society’s Chapter 4, of Los An- 
geles,” since there are no ap- 
parent differences.” 

That there is a readily checked 
difference Mr. Duval continues 
and explains. Under ultraviolet 
light, the original emissions have 
a grayish brown appearance, 
while the reprints appear bluish 
white, almost as if glowing from 
a light within. Collectors having 
access to this accessory will, ac- 
cordingly, have no problem in 
separating the two printings. 


Cambodia, Viet Nam, 
Laos Albums Ready 


Collectors of the far eastern 
countries of Viet Nam, Laos a 
Cambodia who have been faced 
with the three-sided problem of 
finding the stamps, obtaining data 
on them, and finally locating suit- 
able pages on which to mount them, 
will welcome the announcement 
that special pages for tl.ese three 
countries are at last available.

a set of pages for each in the 
popular 3-ring 8% x 11 size loose- 
leaf style. They show illustrations 
of all issues and cover regulars, 
commems, airs and nostage dues.

$1.35 and $1.65 per set, respective- 
ly, plus 25c postage and handling.

Vatican: Prices are in large 
part, though momentarily, in line. 
Current demand virtually guar- 
antees quick and early increases 
that will invalidate any catalog 
quotations. Scott quotations on 
seven of the outstanding sets are, 


however, even currently, badly 
out of line. The underquoted 
stamps are 19-34, 47-54, 55-60, 


16-17, C20-21, J1-6 and Q1-15, 
1-4. 

Occupation Issues: This section 
of Scott continues to need com- 
plete overhauling. Listings of the 
Ionian Islands remain grossly in- 
complete and inaccurate. An out- 
standing example; the pricing of 
the German occupation stamps 
with red overprint at a dollar 
each for the two postage stamps 
and $2.50 for the airmail. With 
genuine overprint, these are 
minor rarities, and worth a good 
many times the Scott valuations. 
On the other hand, many of the 
individual prices for Corfu and 
the Ionian Islands remain too 
high, while others, in balance, are 
too low. 

The Lubiana overprints (see 
Jugoslavia) remain incompletely 
listed and.inaccurately priced, as 
do the overprints, for Montenegro. 
The 1918 overprints issued for the 
Italian occupation of Austria are 
long overdue for thorough re- 
view: the fact that 90 percent of 
all offered for sale are fakes 
should not affect the valuation 
of the genuine issues. 

Despite the criticisms, a good 
beginning has been made this 
year. It is to be hoped that, by 
1959, Scott may once again be an 
acceptable guide to the valuation

Early Start In 
Stamp Collecting

In our schoo] there are many 
stamp coilectors and we exchange 
a lot of stamps. I am especially 
interested in stamps showing an- 
imals, fish and_ birds. I love 
all wild things. Here is my photo 
at the mail-box. I put up the 
sign “Don’t drop mail—birdnest.” 
A titmouse had made a nest in 
the box! 





When the eggs hatched the 
parents were very busy feeding 
the young ones. One day just at 
the moment when the mother 
bird was enterimg the nest, a big 
black tomcat jumped on the box 
and caught the bird. 

After that, and in spite of my 
warning sign, a letter was drop- 
ped in the box and the father 
bird had to eat his way through 
the letter in order to feed his 
children. Just the stamp on the 
leter was left—the rest was in 
shreds, 

Then the father bird must have 
fallen a victim to the cat—the 
little birds were orphans! I eare- 
fully opened the box and there 
were eignt little hungry and 
naked birds with their bills wide 
open asking for food. I made a 
little nest of twigs and hay in a 
box beyond reach of the cat and 
put the little birds in it. 

In a peishop I bough worms and 
other food, and I even caught 
flies, and fed the birds with 
tweezers one after the other. I 
found other nests with the same 
kind of birds and divided the 
eight always hungry orphans in 
these nests. Evidently the birds 
could not count because they 
accepted the extra work and fed 
the new arrivals along’ with 
their own. 

My Papa collects stamps too. 
When I was just about four 
years old, he was busy with his 
collection and I was watching 
him. But I became tired so I 
took some of the stamps and 
licked then. with my tongue and 
tried to stick them on paper as I 
had seen him do _ with letters. 
However, the stamps did not 
taste good so I started to play 
with my toys. 

My Papa was disturbed and 
was looking for something around 
the table, and my Mama was 
looking too. Suddenly they no- 
ticed a piece of a stamp sticking 
on my lips! First they opened 
my mouth and looked in, and 
then they put me on the pot and 
my Mama gave me castor oil 
which did not taste good at all— 
and then everybody waited full 
of excitement for the results! 

I do not know if my Papa re- 
covered his stamp, but I have 
never forgotten the nasty taste 
of the castor oil!

A Classic Study In A Popular Field 
"The Paid Markings on the 3c U.S. Stamp of 1861" 


by George W. Linn 


As the title indicates, this study is confined to one stamp, the 3c 
of 1861, and one type of cancellation, the word “PAID” with or without 
other ornamentation. In the more than 100 such marks, Mr. Linn presents 
90, with their pedigrees and places of use, not previously recorded. So it 
can be seen that quite a bit of original research went into the writing. 

The author has separated the PAID types into twelve different cate- 
gories depending on their appearance. Each is illustrated, fully described, 
with the known towns of use listed. 

An introductory chapter instructs the reader in an approach to the 
collecting of postmarks and printing terms and practices. With each book 
comes four sheets on which all the cancels are printed.
